This  water  is  of  very  good  organic  quality  and  there  is  no  chemical 
evidence  of  pollution.  The  analysis  is  similar  to  that  of  previous 
samples  from  the  same  source.  The  total  hardness  is  above  the  average 
for  East  Anglian  waters,  being  about  29°  Clark,  and  its  suitability  for 
general  domestic  purposes  would  be  improved  if  the  hardness  were  reduced.
